except as respects things done or omitted to be 
done before such supersession is hereby published, 
as required by the said section, for information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice 
is hereby given that the said draft rules shall be 
taken into consideration after forty five days from 
the date on wlvch copies of Gazette of India con¬ 
taining the notification are made available to the 
public; 

Any person desiring to make any suggestion or 
objection in respect of the said draft rules may 
forward the same for consideration by the Central 
Government within the period specified above to 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Directorate of Marketing and Ins¬ 
pection, Head Office, NH, IV, Faridabad-121001. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and Application.—(1) These rules 
may be called the Coriander Grading and Mark¬ 
ing Rules. 1936; 

(2) They shall apply to Coriander (Coriand- 
nnu Sativum L) whole and powder, 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requ’res :— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to 
the Government ol India; 

(bl “Authorised packer” means a person or 
a body of persons who has been granted 
a Certificate of authorisation to grade 
and mark the commodity ih accordance 
with the grade standards and procedure 
prescribed under these rules; 

(c) “Certificate of Authorisation" means a 
Certificate issued under the General 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1938, au¬ 
thorising a person or a body of persons 
to grade and mark the coriander whole 
and powdered with grade designation 
mark; 


(d) “Schedule" means schedule appended to 
these rules. 

3. Grade designation.—The grade designations 
to indicate the quality of Coriander whole and 
powdered shall be as set out in column (1) of 
Schedule II and IIL 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicated 
by the respective grade designation and general 
characteriskcs shall be as set out against each 
grade designation in columns (2) to (9) of Sche¬ 
dule II and in colu m n s (2) to (6) of Schedule III. 

5. Gradt designation mark.—The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall consist of 

(i) a label specifying name of the commodi¬ 
ty, grade designation and bearing a 
design consisting of an outline map of 
India with the words ‘Agmark’ and figure 
of the rising sun resembling the one as 
set out in Schedule I-A; or 

(lil ‘Agmark Replica’ consisting of a design 
incorporating the number of Certificate 
of authorisation, the word ‘Agmark’ 
name of commodity, grade designation 
and resembling the one as set out in 
Schedule-I-B; 

Provided that the use of Agmark Replica in 
lieu of Agmark labels shall be allowed 
only to such authorised packers who 
huve been granted necessary permission 
on application in writing by the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
duly authorised in this regard and sub¬ 
ject to the conditions as per Rule 10 of 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988. 

6. Method of marking.—(1) The grade desig¬ 
nation mark shall be securely affixed to or clearly 
and indelibly printed on each container; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, 
the following particulars shall be clearly and in¬ 
delibly marked on the each label or container; 

1. Name and address of packer; 

2. Date of packing in month, vear; 

3. Place of packing; 

4. Net weight; 

5. Lot|batch number: 

6. Price. 
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(3) An authorised packer may, after obtaining 
prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Ad¬ 
viser or an officer duly authorised by hrm in this 
regal'd, affix his private trade marks or trade brand 
on the graded packages or containers, provided 
that the same does not represent quality other than 
that indicated by the grade designation mark affix¬ 
ed to the graded packages. 

7. Method of packing.—(1) The graded mate¬ 

rial shall be packed in clean, sound, and dry con- 
tamers such as jute bags, cloth bags, polywoven 
bags, paper bags, polythylene, poly-propylene, 
metallised polysterjpolythylene laminated 

pouches, cardboard cartons, tin, glass or plastic 
containers, wooden cases or any other 
packaging material as may be required by the 

. buyer and | or approved by the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Adviser or an officer duly authorised by him 
in this regard provided the same are made of food 
grade materials; 

(2) Suitable lining of polypropylene, polyethy¬ 
lene etc. shall be used in packing of powdered 
Coriander in jute bags, cloth bags, paper bags, 
cardboard carbons, etc. 

(3) The containers shall be free from insect 
infestation, fungus contamination, deleterious sub¬ 
stances and any undesirable or obnoxious smell; 

(4) Each package shall contain graded material 
of one grade designation only. Suitable number 
of small packs containing graded material of the* 
same lot]batch and grade designation may be pack¬ 
ed in a master container such as jute bags, wooden 
cases, cardboard cartons etc. using tie-on label 
with details on master containers ; 

(5) Each container shall be securely closed and 
sealed in the manner approved by (he Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser. 

8. Special conditions for grant of certificate of 
authorisation.—-In addifkjh 1 to' the genial condi¬ 
tions specified in sub-rule (8) of Rule 3 of the 
General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, the 
following should be the kddifional conditions for 
grant of ctiFfifichte 1 of uuthbrisatibfa for gradiilg 
and Matkiftg Coriander wfibfe and powdered under 
these rules namely :— 

(1) The authorised packer shall either set up 
his own laboratory manned by a quali¬ 
fied chemist approved by the Agricultu¬ 
ral Marketing Adviser or an officer au¬ 
thorised in this regards for testing qua¬ 
lity of coriander whole and powdered or 
have access to the State Grading Labo¬ 
ratory or private commercial laboratory 
approved for the purpose; 


(2) The premises for processing, grading and 
packing shall be maintained in perfect 
hygienic and sanitary conditions; 

(3) The personnel engaged in these opera¬ 
tions shall be in sound health and free 
from any contagious disease;

(f) comply with the restrictions in regard to aflatoxin content, metallic contaminants and insectsides/pcsticidcs residues as pres¬ 

cribed under the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955. 

■EXPLANATIONS: 

(1) Organic .Extraneous matter : Includes.leaves, stems, straw, chaff stalks, other seeds, or any other organic foreign matter. 

(2) Inqrgapic.Extraneous matter : Includes dust, tjfirt, stones, earth, or any other inorganic foreign matter; 

(3) Insect board fruits : are those frujts which ar.e partially or wholly board or eaten by weevils or other insects; 

(4) Shrivelled or immature fruits : are those fruits which arc liOt properly developed. 

(5) (Slackened fruits : are those fruits which are blackened materially affecting the quality, 

(6) Split fruits : are those fruits which have split longitudinally. 

*Non specified grade : is not a regular grade. It is provided to meet such specific requirements of the buyer which are not covered 
qnder atjy of the regular grades. It shall be allowed only for export gtading against a specific order from the buyer indicating the quantity 
apd quality reputed.
